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1. An investipation to deterrine the extent o? subveraive influence and 
possibllity of premeditation involved in the breadeisting of "The ‘ar of 
the Jorl's" by Radio Quito on 12 February 1949 his ‘isclosed that the top 
Eeuadoran Communists were prepared neither for the broviexst itself nor the 
accusations hurled at them after the panic and the destruction of the El 
Comoreio building. 


2. Fro~ sources inside the higher echelon of tha National Headquarters of the. 
Eenatoran Corrunist Party in Quite, it his been tentatively ascertained that 
they "mew nothing whatever in advance of the nature of the above-mentioned 
progran nor id they have any plans for exploiting it. In this con ection, 
it has been confirmed by various sources that the nresent attitude of the 
Eeundoran Communist Party is not to vrovola the incunbont administration nor 
to enpare in public activities which would brinr about repercissions apoinst 
the Party. 


3. Available information indicates that there vere Communists within the Radio 
Mito" station who had certain responsibility for pub ing on the »~rorran in 
question. In addition, there wore Cormmmista anonr the violent elenent of the 
nob which assaulted and burne? the building. Tyo Corrunists have been 
identified among those who lest their lives in the fire, 


4. On 16 February 1949 the Central Committee of the Party in tito received word 
from the Coastal Regional leadquarters of the Party that Comunista in Giagaquil 
received the nevs of the birzing of Bl Comercio with considerable enthusiasm 
an that they were suaiting an opportunity to tate sinilar action in Guayaguil. 
This information was received with certain alarm. by the Central Conmittee 
mnenberg in Quite who have been preatly concerned over the rumors circulating 
in ‘uito which placed the blame on the Cormunists. They are apprehensive lest 
the authorities tae action against the Party for the El Comereto incident. 
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
